McGill's New Union's needs and its proposed site are 
the topic of a tliesis design report by a sixtli year arcljitectu- 
re student. ' , 

Tlie Students Executive Council last spring set up a 
"New Union Committee," wliich lins conducted a prelimin- 
ary investigation into the requirements of tlie proposed New 
Union and have set forth the findings in tliis thesis. 



Flexibility iB to bo stroBScd in 
tho now building so that it can 
be adapted to changing student 
InterestB. With the present Union 
which was designed for 1200 stu- 
dents in 1905 it is found that it 
involves considerable expense to 
change eccomodntlnn to suit the 
changing interests of the McGiU 
student 

Thero is also a Boclalogicol 
problem to be met in the new 
buildlns BO that It will appeal to 
and attract all members of the 
campus • and thereby fulfill its 
duty as tho hub of the campus. It 
has been entimated that three 
quarters of the McGIll Htndcnts 
do not set foot In the Union moro 
than half a dozen times a .year 
because of its small size and its 
lack of appeal, and that It bas be- 
come a sort of fraternity.

A cafeteria capable of handling 
2000 people a meal or 600 a sit- 
ting was one of the recommend- 
ations of the committee. This 
cafeteria mlRht be Included as 
part, of the ballroom or even bo 
used as the ballroom. Another 
feature proposed Is a coffeft shop 
to accomodate 300 with booths 
Rnd certain self-forvico facilities. 
Tho Coffee Shop might also be In- 
cluded as part of tho bnllroom. 

The Ballroom is to accomodiite 
1000 people in a seating arrange- 
ment. It is suggested In the re- 
port that the ballroom *be even 
larger as the Athletics Depart- 
ment is anxious to remove the 
largo dances from their syninas- 
ium. 

Seating for 1200 and full stage 
facilities were the recommendat- 
ions for the auditorium. This 
auditorium might be built so 
that it could be divided to ac- 
comodate smaller, crowds. 

In addition tp these main feat- 
ures common lounge was sug- 
gested' and rooms for reading and

corner of Milton and University; 
tho south east corner of Milton 
and University; the west side of 
University nbovo Divinity Hall 

Since tho Committee feels that 
the University will in future ex 
pand westward towards Peel 
street, they feel that the new 
Union should be built on the Mc- 
Tavish Streets sites, with tho Ob 
Bcrvatory site, boing the iLost fav' 
ourable.

Pulitzer Prize Winner 
To Speak On Wednesday 

A soldier, historian, politicdl scientist, and a Pulitzer Prize-winner for poetry, Peter 
Viereck appears here tomorrow night, at the Physical Sciences Center under the sponsor- 
ship of SCOPE, the Cultural Committee- of the SEC. Tlie program will begin at 8:30 p.m., 
and is the third in the current series. Mr. Viereck will speak on, "Four Shields of Free- 
dom", and the talk will include readings from some of his poetry. 

Says Mr. Viereck, "The fellow traveller has now gone out of vogue — Instead we 
have the anti-anti-Communist, who spends 5 percent of his time repudiating communism, 
and 95 percent of his time chattering about "witch hunting", "red baiting", and "hys- 
teria." 



In his latest book, "The 
Shame and Glory of the Intellec- 
tuals", Mr. Viereck tays that A- 
merlcan intellectuals deserve cen- 
sure for not being as vigorous 
and consistent in opposing Com: 
munism as in opposing Fascism. 
At the same time, America must 
make a ^cultural comeback" be- 
cause of the "scandal of the book 
purge by the State Department". 
Viereck also makes the useful 
point that Irresponsibility of some 
intellectuals has gravely dimin- 
ished popular confidence in the 
leadership of intellectuals — has 
resulted in the "egg head" epi- 
thets. 

Peter Viereck call (or a reva- 
luation of the principles ot liber- 
alism, in terms of today's facts, 
and not in terms of the new "an- 
tl-conventlonal" conventions «ty- 
llicd by the Tseudo-lntellectuals, 
the sons of that arch convention- 
alist typified by the famous Mr. 
Babbit In Sinclair Lewla' noted 
book. 

Dorothy Thompson has called 
Peter Viereck "one of our most 
brilliant and courageous youug 
thin'kers," and Robert Frost, the 

noted British poet, has called Vie- 
reck, "the present hope of poe- 



try'. Santayana has 
". . . a great man."

Since Winning the Fulitter 
Prize in 1949 for his volume of 
poetry, "Terror and Decoriim", 
he has written two more TOlnmes 
and a number ot historical-po- 
litical works, among them, "Con- 
Bcrvatlsm Revisited", and "Dream 
and Responsibility: the Tension 
Between- Poetry and Society". 

Taking his degrees at Harvard 
and Oxford, where he ^has 're- 
cently presented a series of lec- 
tures, Mr. A'lcrcck is a Professor 
of History of Mt. Holyoke Col- 
lege, and (ought in the Italian 
and African campaigns during the 
recent war. 'He comes to .McGill 
from the Library of Congress,

Dr. For- 
sey was speaking on "Mr. King 
and the Liberty ot tho Subject," 

He reviewed In his talk various 
inconsistencies in the cx-Prlmc 
Minister'a attitude towards per- 
sonal liberties. 

Early in his career, Mr. King 
was called upon to protect Mr. 
Rockefeller's interests in a case 



Smythe Wins Raft Debate 
For Faculty Of Law

Assuming that all'' faculties of 
McGIII save one were abolished, 
which one would be retained? 

Would it be Commerce, Arts and 
Science, Law, Engineering or Div- 
inity? The answer, according to 
the outcome ot the Annual Raft 
debate, held yesterday In the 
Unitlon, Is Law. • 

Of the five speakers who debat- 
ed this very controversial topic, 
Joromo Smythe of Law was 
awarded the decision as being tho 
most convincing. In defence of his 
own faculty, ha stated that "fac- 
ulty must be ot value to the stud- 
ents, to the university and to 
society on the whole." He natur- 
ally felt that no faculty with the 
exception of Law fulfilled this 
triple function. 

His argument was based on the 
fact that any other student can 
gain his education from text 
books, but the law student can 
gain only from personal instruc- 
tion. Ho pointed out that the long 
walk required to reach the law 
building will create men, "sound 
In body as well as in mind." 

Mr. J. Valiiilee of the Classics 
department, who acted as Judge, 
also commended Ken Levene from 
Commerce for his speech. Ken 
brought up a very Interesting 
point when he exunilned what 
every faculty graduate would bo 
like In his home life. "The en- 
gineer would look upon his wife 
as a lot of measurements." Ho 
thought that the Arts man would

be a "wIfe-beater", the law man 
would, be henpecked, and a later 
debater asked whether the busi- 
nessman would marry bla wife 
for commerce. 

Louis Hollander debated on bo- 
half of tho engineers. He stated 
that the creations of tho engineers 
are to be found all around tho 
houses, the bsldges for which 
Quebec is so famous Cthe ones 
over 'the water), the spirit, and 
the fact that the engineers are 
always In tho black. He felt that 
tho engineering faculty should be 
left at McOlll at any cost. 

Bill Morris ot Divinity showed 
that we are all tho children of 
God, and therefore everything 
should be placed In a subordinate 
position. "The Faculty ot Divin- 
ity", ho said, "studies good and 
evil, and provides tho shepherds 
for the flock." He argued that if 
all the faculties were removed 
save Divinity, It alone would 
work to have all the faculties 
brought^back to campus, In even 
better facilities. 

Eli Palnick spoke extemporane- 
ously for the facullfes of Arts and 
Science. He told several amusing 

«tories and brouKlit out the point 
that the An. s courao wnn actually 
the father of tlii» cdiicatlotial syR- 
tem. He felt that Litoraluro and 
thf clnnslcs wcro the finest things 
In life, and should not he omitted 
from the curriculum ot a univers- 
ity.

against some striking Colorado 
miners. Ho produced the ingen- 
ious proposal that the minei^ 
should only be represented by 
members of their own company, 
not of their trade unions. 

Dr. Forsey considered the Prl- 
mo Minister's handling of tho 
Japiineso Aliens In British Col- 
umbia unnecessarily severe, and 
1m also fell that the government 
acted dangerously when it gavo 
the Minister of Justice the, power 
to arrest suspected spies without 
legal representation. 

During the (luestlon period that 
followed the talk. Dr. Forsey ela« 
bornted on some ot his views 
about Mr. King, Ho confessed 
that he was baffled as to bow a 
man, who was "extraordinarily 
mediocre", and "with no fixed 
principle.! at all" could remain 
Prime Minister for so long. Ha 
also deBcrlbed Mr. Kings aa "com- 
pletely unscrupulous" but saved 
by "serpentine cunning" and tho 
"Dovil's own luck." 

Dr. Forsey was educated at 
McGllI, where he was once a pr&» 
E<dont of the Historical Club. Ho 
won a Rhodes Scbolarsblp to Ox- 
ford and later returned to teaob 
Economics at McGllI.

Tlie mean annual tempera- 
ture, 47.M'P, was 4.6' above the 
normal. Tho highest temperature 
reaclifd was a^.t!" in July, wlill.. 
the rcjit of tho summer was also 
hot. Sub-zero temperatures were 
only experienced twice. 

195."? was not remarkably dry, 
only 5 in. of precipitation below 
normal. la one othtr respect, 
however, l'J5S madu Jiialory. Us 
total snowfnil, 51.7 indies, was 
leiis than half the normal, and 
by far tho lowest on record. Tho 
previous low record was broken 
by almost ten inches.

Unless you like being cracked over the skull, 
stay out of arguments about who invented 
Ice Hockcj'. its origins are clouded in a.fpg.; 
of conflicting claims and counter-claims. 

Halifax, Kingston and Montreal all have a 
case. But even (he most rabid Maple Leaf fan, 
after hearing tho evidence, would side with 
Montreal. The hockey "Hall of Fame" may 
have been voted to Kingston in 1943 as 
hockey's birthplace, but some hockey his- 
torians say Kingston supporters pulled ai 
fast one. - • 

The trouble seems to lie In confùsing the 

gnmo of "shinncy" with Ice Hockey. Writing 
in 1S77, a wiUcr said: "Many fancy that 
hockey and 'shinncy' are synonymous. Never 
was a greater mistake made. Hockey is like 
'shinncy' in being played with a pecyliar stick . 
nnd block; in that respect alone". * 

' There's proof of an authentic Ice Hockey 
game being played at Montreal's Victoria 
Skating Rink in 1875 — the only verifijd 
"first" so far. The teams were captained by 
two MeGill students, using sticks imported 
from Halifax. 

Unlike this^Iontreal "first", there's nothing 
but agrccnnfcnt about where Canada's oldest 
e.visting brewery originated, or when. For 
Molson's ale is brewed today on the same site 
where John Molson turned out his first barrel 
in 1786. Parts of the original brewery are still 
in use. Perhaps tradition has a lot to do with 
the fact that Mfilson's today is first choice 
with Canadians, hockey fans or not.

'The Workers' Party'

The ntodern working-chtss movement developed in Can- 
ada as a result of tlio development of capitalist indiistiy. 
Tlie first trade unions were organized in 1821, and Ijy 1870 
they undertook large-scale polltlMpactions sucli as tiic fight 
for the "nine hoin- day", and tho struggle for legal acknow- 
ledgement of the status and l'ight s^of^e , trade union move- 
ment. By 1910, the trade unlonstbwwno; forces witii which 
the capitalists had to reckon in any labour issue. 

KCO.NO.MIU ClJiSlS 
It was thia party that first 
warned Canada of tho coming 
economic cri.sis In I ho earl> 
1920'8. It was this party that 
filKrtcd the fight for liioat of tlie 
social Icgtsitmon that we have 
today. A few of tho programs 
which It aUtrtcd are the follow 
Ing:' 



It wn.s iiniicr Micii coiiditluiiN 
tiiai tlio Cnimdiuii .^lnr«lKt inuv- 
eiiieiit was first dcvcloped. The 
".Soclnll.sl Leagues" wlileli cmiic 
lo licing llii-oiiglKHit Ihe coun- 
try In the l«im'» were Miipplant- 
fd l.y tlio Soclnllst . I'nHy of 
Canada. 

The world impcrialists war of 
101 MOIS signalized the 'beginn- 
ing of llio lircakdown of capllal- 
isi\] and the transition to social- 
ist society. The Itusslan revolu- 
tion, which for the first time In 
liistory cstablisiied a stable work- 
ing-class government, literally 
overwhelmed the Socialist Party 
of Canada. It was true to tlic 
teachings of .Marx, as Its leaders 
understood them, but they were 
enslaved by a narrow, determin- 
istic concept, denying the dynamic 
revoluiloAary essence of .Marxism, 
that was basically antl-.Marx- 
Ist.

Th" .Socialist Party of Canada, 
and at the tame time the Social 
Democratic Party of Canada, were 
finally faced with the contradict- 
ions between their verbal cont- 
empt for the dally striiggles of the 
workers and their desire to be 
elected to the various provincial 
ind national assemblies.
